Barnwell added: “We have 
been in consultation with the 
Premier League and the FA 
because we hoped it would not 
be necessary for them to take 
the matter further. We defend 


the right for managers to have 
an opinion and that they 
should be allowed to express 
that opinion but they must also 
act in a professional manner. 


“There are regulations, both 
at the Premier League and FA, 
which could have been 
invoked. 

“But they gave us an opportu- 
nity to try to deal with it and 
hopefully the matter can now 


be put to bed.” Wenger and 
Mourinho have previously 
been punished for outbursts by 
the FA. 

In March, Mourinho was 
fined £5,000 for claiming 
Manchester United players had 
cheated in their League Cup 
clash at Stamford Bridge.

AT last an England player is 
brave enough to speak the truth. 


Playing a natural central defender as a 
holding midfielder is not the way for 
England to take on the world. 

— try telling Sven Goran Eriksson 
that. 

After watching Tottenham skipper 
Ledley King play that role against Poland 
in the last World Cup qualifier of 
England’s campaign, the Swede has 
decided that this will be his great tactical 
masterstroke to play against the most 
powerful sides next summer. 

It was only a few weeks before that 
though, after beating 
Wales playing David 
Beckham in a with- 
drawn quarter-back 
role, he thought the 
4-5-1 formation was 
Plan B for the World 
Cup. 


And the FA wonder 
why we think that the 
£4m-a-season England 
boss is making it up as 
he goes along! 

Thankfully, some- 
one as experienced as 
Sol Campbell has 
seen sense and offered 
an alternative view. 

When asked directly 
whether a central 
defender can play the 
holding midfield role 
at international level, 
his answer was: “I 
really think you have 
got to be playing there 
all of the time, or at 
least in that vicinity. 

“To really master the 
position you need to 
spend all season there. 
It’s one of the most 
important positions in 
the team. 

“Tt is the kind of ` 
player you need when 
going into a World Audie] (emir 
Cup. It’s someone who 
can break down attacks and start attacks 
for his team. 

“You have to be able to look after the 
lads. It is a crucial role in any team.” 

Not King then, or Jamie Carragher, one 
of Eriksson’s other alternatives. 

Give him a chance and he might have 
his other favourite, Owen Hargreaves, in 
the side. 

While generally ineffective in an 
England shirt, at least Hargreaves knows 
what it is like playing that role for a club 
as big as Bayern Munich. 

King has only ever played there 12 
times for Tottenham - and he did not 
like it. 

He is not a natural in that position and 
to beat the likes of Brazil and Argentina 
at the World Cup, everything the England 
players will have to do will be instinctive. 

The tactical idea of playing with an out- 
and-out anchor man is not wrong and

there may not be an outstanding 
candidate in England’s ranks for the role, 
which has forced Eriksson into this 
compromise. 

But there has to be something better 
than this. As Campbell quite rightly says, 
you have to be familiar with the job. 

For me, the best alternative would 
probably be to play Steven Gerrard there 
at the base of a diamond, or behind a 
flat three in front of him. 

It might take some time leading into the 
tournament to get him disciplined 
enough to play that role but, in the weeks 
at the end of the season, Eriksson will 
have that. Gerrard is now mature enough 
to handle the tactical 
change and will have 
to curb his attacking 
instincts for the sake 
of the country. 

Otherwise, give 
Scott Parker a chance. 
Apparently he gives 
the ball away too 
much - but then so 
did King against the 
Poles. 

If Eriksson persists 
with this foolhardy 
notion, then here is 
another suggestion. 

Of all the central 
defenders now fit and 
experienced at play- 
ing for England, Rio 
Ferdinand is consid- 
ered to be the best on 
the ball. 


He proved at the last 
World Cup how calm 
and composed he is 
under pressure. 

Ferdinand may not 
be in his best form 
and Eriksson was 
right to drop him for 
the Austria game. 

But he can certainly 
s play and grew up as a 
midfielder in his 
early teens, until he 
was moved back to a 
central defensive role. 

His early coaching in that position, 
though, explains why he can be so 
dangerous coming out of defence — and 
why he has an eye for a pass. 

It is odd to see why Eriksson considers 
King to be a better option in that position 
than Ferdinand. 

But then again, a lot of Eriksson’s 
decisions over the last five years have 
been bizarre.

Both Yorkshiremen, the Tottenham keeper has turned to Seaman for 
advice in the past, but Robinson is delighted his big mate has finally 
ditched the pony-tail live on TV for charity. 

Robbo said: “I still speak to Dave. I play in his golf tournament and still 
see him now and again. He’s been an excellent goalkeeper over the years 
and if I can achieve as much as he did over my career I’ll be very happy. 


“I just get the odd call and text 
message, just to say ‘keep going’ 
and stuff. He’s just good to have 
around. Getting his hair cut was 
well before time as that is one 
thing I will not be copying!” 

When Seaman’s mistake against 
Brazil was mentioned, Robbo 
added: “You have to be very 
mentally strong. You are there to 
be shot at and that’s part of the 
game you just have to accept. 

Critic 

“You just have to make sure it 
doesn’t happen and if it does hap- 
pen — maybe for reasons that are 
out of your control, nobody means 
to do it — you have to expect the 
criticism that will follow.

MICHAEL OWEN looked up to 
Peter Crouch yesterday — and 
down on anyone who doesn’t 
think England can win the 
World Cup.

“When he starts to score goals and hit 
top form he will surprise a few people.

“For some players it is like water 
off a duck’s back and clearly the crit- 
icism is not helping Crouch. There 
will be a lot of people in the game not 
surprised when he starts scoring.

This is a match Eriksson wants to 
win to boost morale and confidence 
and Owen makes it clear, as he heads 
towards his third World Cup and 
fifth major tournament, this is the 
best England team he has known. 

He said: “The first time I played 
against Argentina was in 1998 when we 
were experienced,with a lot of senior 
players at their last big tournament. 

“In 2002, when we beat Argentina, we 
were not so experienced. At the 
moment we are in the middle and 
getting better. 

“This side has a bit of everything, the 
ability is fantastic. Make no mistake, 
this is a top team. 

“We have no fear of anyone and that 
includes Argentina and Brazil. We are 
not out to prove a point against 
Argentina although of course it would 
be good to win. Everything rolls into 
one when an England team is winning. 
When you lose, question marks crop up 
everywhere. 

“How we play is just as significant as 
the result. Now we have qualified we 
have to move collectively forward. We 
can gauge how we are doing against 
one of the top sides. 

“T like to look at other countries and 
wonder how they are feeling. Do Italy 
and Spain say the same things when 
they lose or go out of a World Cup. It is 
not right for people to think we are the 
only team with deficiencies. 

“Yes, it’s heartbreaking to go out of 


tournaments on penalty shoot-outs but 
we are not the only ones who exist, not 
the only ones who hurt. Other nations 
feel as low as us. 

“Every country at this moment is 
thinking of winning the World Cup. 
There can only be one winner. 

“If you asked the entire world most 
would say Brazil. Yes, they have great 
attacking players, but we have some of 
the best defenders in the world. ra 
fancy us to score against them. 

“This Argentina match will be great 
because both sides will fancy it. A lot of 
teams realise they are not so good as 
their opponents and make it difficult. 
They attempt to spoil and make it 
horrible to watch and play in. It is no 
coincidence that when Argentina, 
Brazil or Germany meet England they 
are great contests. 


Attitude 


“The game has got faster, players are 
fitter and more tactically aware and it’s 
becoming more difficult to beat lowly 
sides. Argentina have not come here to 
defend and, like us, they will want to 
beat one of the top nations heading 
towards the World Cup.” 

Owen is happy to be home and it 
shows in his attitude and football. 
He is scoring goals and enjoying 
renewing his old England partner- 
ship with Alan Shearer. “We both 
know what each other are about. 
He’s in his final year and it’s great 
to be alongside him. 

“T have partnered many different 
players and it’s good to play with a big, 
strong fearless partner like Alan. It has 
been enjoyable and I’m loving my 
football at the moment.” 

No Shearer tomorrow for England. 
First Wayne Rooney alongside Owen 
and then another glimpse of Crouch. 
Owen tells us not to worry and that it 
will all come good in Germany. 

In the new confident mood he showed 
yesterday, we must believe him.
